Th« Covernmant and th# Railroad. 
Tom Scott, the Texas Pacific mag­ 
nate claims that the proposition his 
company will make to the government 
aaking further aid for his enterprise, 
will fully secure the interests of the 
people. In view of this the New York 
Tribune suggests that if the bonds of 
the company are endorsed by the gov­ 
ernment, it should surrender its land 
grant. The position of the H k r a i.d 
is 
that government should have 
nothing to do with railroad W lding. 
But uow that it has already got its 
foot ia, the time may oome when it 
would be good policy to buy back the 
empire so recklessly granted away. 
Certainly the Treasury is in no condi­ 
tion to bolster up impecunious rail­ 
roads or to buy territory, but after the 
panic is fairly over, find the national 
coffers are again full, Uncle Sam 
might do a good turn by agreeing to 
take this great work off the hands of 
the parties who have failed to build 
it, refund them the money they have 
actually expended, receive back the 
land grant, and finish the road him ­ 
self. 
Through bad counsels the govern­ 
ment has become Involved, and the 
question is how to get out with the 
least loss. If as the Tribune suggests, 
it will pay to give the bonds In lien of 
the land, we believe it will pay still 
betterto build the road itself without 
the intervention of the company. The 
amount given to the Union Pacific 
would have more than built that road, 
and yet the government has nothing 
but a second mortgage on the line, a 
security that amounts to Just nothing 
at all. 
If anything is done to help the 
Texas Pacific out of trouble, it will 
amount in the end to buildingthe road, 
and common sense dictates that if this 
is done, the ownership should remain 
with the people. There would then be 
an excellent opportunity for testing 
the theory of Governor Palmer, that 
ntiiroadn are really only Improved 
highways, and ought to be owned and 
controlled by the people. 
Different 
States have built oanals, and thrown 
them open to public use, charging a 
small toll, and fixing the regulations 
under whioh they should be operated. 
There is nothing to hinder the opera­ 
tion of a railway on the same princi­ 
ple. 
Then there could be no such 
thing as monopoly. Towing compa­ 
nies would be formed, which would 
supply locomotives and haul anybody’s 
care at a given rate per mile, and their 
charges would necessarily be moder­ 
ate, from the fact that the business is 
open to all, and any connecting road 
could put its surplus stock on, and com­ 
pete for the business. Transportation 
companies would also be formed to 
furnish cars, and do the carrying, and 
as freight cars are only of moderate 
oost, small communities, Granges, 
heavy shippers, etc., could build their 
own ears, and effectually kill extortion 
and discrimination. We repeat it the 
government must keep out of such 
speculations, but if we are irrevocably 
entangled, let us take it into our own 
hands and when we are able to do so 
build the road ourselves, for our own 
use and benefit. 


Conflicting Policies. 
• 


The President in his Messsge felici­ 
tates the country on the success of his 
peace policy with the Indians, and 
thinks the progress in Quakerixing the 
red men during the past five years is 
mo encouraging as to call for a contin­ 
uance of the plan. Secretary belano 
on the other hand recommends that 
the friendly tribes be supplied with 
arms and ammunition, and encour­ 
aged to go for their hostile neighbors, 
till the latter are reduced to a state of 
subjectiou. The quakere may think 
this a bloodthirsty plan, but as it 
involves nothing but the killing] off 
of a lot of treacherous devils, by each 
other, instead of having the same thing 
done by the Government at a great ex­ 
pense, we don’t think anybody but the 
Agents, who make money by prolong­ 
ing the strife, will seriously object. 


Alt exchange says:

Lake county Grangers sell their live 
hogs to San Franoisoo butchers for four 
cents a pound, and. buy the baconthey 
eat in San Francisco at eighteen cents 
per pound. They are wondering why 
they do not get rich: 
That is what is the matter with Cal­ 
ifornia farmers generally. They sell 
their wool in the oirt Ijn'Boston and 
Liverpool,and buy tfrlfefr cftpthing ready 
made. 
Their undressed hides are 
disposed of at a low figure, and Lowell 
manufacturers sell them their boots 
and shoes fit exorbitant prices. With 
every resource under the sun, Califor­ 
nia to paying tribute to all nations, 
and living in the most wasteful man­ 
ner, and yet oar farmers can’t see why 
they don’t Jet rich. 


The Ram ie lHaift. 
During the Fair L. N. Bequette of 
Los Nietos, brought to the H e r a l d 
office a branch of the ramie plant. 
This was produced in Los Angeles 
county, and Is a fine specimen. The 
ramie can be cultivated with great 
suoocss in Southern California, and he 
who first enters into this branch of 
business ensures for himself a mine of 
wealth. 
The ramie yields a finer fibre than 
Sea Island cotton, it is stronger than 
the best flax or hemp; it is as brilliant 
as silk. 
It is a hardy and vigorous grower, 
and Its growth ia continuous. A crop 
once planted will stand for years with­ 
out replenishing. 
It requires less labor to cultivate than 
cotten, is not destroyed by worms, 
does not suffbr from excess of rain, 
and withstands the longest drought 
without iqjury. 
It will produce, in a suitable soil and 
climate, from three to five crops each 
year, each crop equal to the best gath­ 
ered from hemp, and the product of 
one acre of ramie will yield, at present 
prices, six times the profit of the same 
acre cultivated in cotton. 
In a warm climate the plant is per­ 
ennial, and the crops from it are taken 
like those of cane, by cutting it at the 
ground. 
From the ratoon a new growth 
springs up at once, giving three, four, 
even five five cuttings per annum in 
Texas, Louisiana, Mississippi and Ala­ 
bama. 
It prefers a rich, sandy soil, but its 
growth is so vigorous it will flourish in 
any rich soil. 
It yields from 800 to 800 pounds of 
fibre to the aore, said to be worth sixty 
cents per pound in England. .It is 
stated that leading houses in Manches­ 
ter «fid New York have engaged all 
that can be produced in the south, and 
offer to fiirnish the capital necessary 
to cultivate- It 
From all that is related of this won­ 
derful plant, it would seem that it is 
exposed jto no special danger in a suit­ 
able climate, has noehemies, requires 
but little labor, needs but a small cap­ 
ital to produce a crop, propogates rap­ 
idly, yields largely, commands a ready 
market at a high price for all that can 
be produced, and the market is never 
likely to be over-stocked, as the area 
for its Buceeesfiil growth is limited to a 
belt along the Gulf coast, and to the 
southern counties of California, and 
perháps the valíey of the Gila. *Ibe 
moist, rich soil and the warm climate, 
free from heavy frosts, of the Tulare 
valley ought to produce it in perfec­ 
tion. 


CANAL CUTTING MACHINE. 


An Invention to Aid Hm People to Cutting 
Irrigating Canals Without the Htlp of Mono­ 
polies. 
Rasmus Johnson is the name of an 
adopted citizen of California, who for 
a number of years has been endeavor­ 
ing to devise a machine for cutting 
canals, which might enable the settlers 
in any locality requiring irrigation, to 
dig their own water ditches, without 
the intervention of a big company. 
He has at 306 California street, the 
model of a machine on which he ex­ 
pects to procure a patent, having al 
readv filed a caveat He is of "the 
opinion that it will cut a canal thirty 
feet wide and six feet deep, at the rate 
of from one to three feet per minute. 
It is ap indescribable affair. 
The 
model cost pbout $250. The first ma­ 
chine of the size required would cost 
$4,000 or $5,000. Two machines worked 
slae by side, so constructed as to throw 
the dirt on each side of the excavation, 
would cut a canal sixty feet in width, 
and build at the same time embank­ 
ments with the dirt excavated. The 
machinéis to consist of the frame work 
of a wheel thirty feet in length, and 
about twenty feet in diameter; on the 
surface of which is to be placed a series 
of cutters, knives, or teeth, drawn 
spirally around the wheel. There are 
also buckets on the wheel to scoop up 
the loosened earth, and by the revol­ 


ts emptied. 
By m e eievator h is 
carried to any desired distance at the 
side of the canal, the dumping place 
being shortened or lengthened as the 
state of the embankment might re­ 
quire. As to the indHts of this ma­ 
chine the writer does not assume to 
judge. k|r. Johnson, like all invent­ 
ors, is sanguine, and he intends next 
week to take his model to Stockton, 
and see if he cannot induce the people 
of the San Joaquin Valley to aid him 
in the construction of a machine. The 
inventor is a Norwegian by hlrth, a 
Californian by adoption, having lived

(By Way of paratifthgsis, permit me to 
remnfek, I do noMthmik he wrote the 
article). 
The facts are these: «Sopie time since, 
said Tomassnl came to my office to 
consult me for a disease from which 
he was then suffering. I prescribed 
for hiqa- Hu left without sq much a* 
giving his name of thanking me lor 
my prescription. 
The next day he 
came again, and so on the third day. 
I then called on him for the sum if $10 
for my services, and told him for that 
sum i would continue his treatment 
until he was relieved He left, promis­ 
ing to bring the money the following 
day. He came the following day ac­ 
cording to promise, but brought no 
money: pleaded poverty, and said 
I should admit him to the Hospital: 
that he had been robbed of $100 
worth of jewelry, 
but 
admitted 
that he had recovered $90 worth of it. 
Seeing him comfortably clad, sporting 
a watch and chain, and wearing other 
decent jewelry, as well as a full-grown 
six-shooter, 1 told him I did not deem 
him a proper subject of county charity, 
and that I could not, under the cir­ 
cumstances, admit him; but the $10 
.had nothing to do with admission in 
one way or the other, and lie knows 
this as well as the individual who 
wrote the article for him. The object 
on their part was purposely to put in 
circulation a slander, influenced, as 
was the prompter pf the entire state­ 
ment. by a low jealousy, above which 
certain men of small calibre cannot 
raise themselves. I admit all persons 
to the hospital whom I deem entitled 
tothe public charity; but many are 
refused, such as the class of vagabonds 
who are in the habit of seeking a hos­ 
pital whenever the weather is inclem­ 
ent or they are out of a job and money, 
as well as such as prefer playing the 
pauper to spending a few dollars when 
they are out of employment.

WASHINGTON.

W ashington, Dec. 6. 
Postal changes have been made as 
follows: office established at Cuttings- 
ville, Clackamas county, Oregon; post­ 
masters appointed: Paul Shula, Hum­ 
boldt Basin, Oregon; C. B. Crossing, 
King’s Valley, Benton county,Oregon:

There is the best authority for sta­ 
ting that the government of Bpain has 
never, since the signing of the recent 
protocol, expressed any inclination to 
have it modified, and though some 
alarm has been created by recent re­ 
ports from Havana, there is not the 
slightest apprehension expressed by 
the executive branch of the United 
States government of any trouble, and 
nothing has occurred to diminish its 
confidence in either the honest purpose 
or the ability of the Spanish govern­ 
ment to execute its engagements. 
Whatever may have been suggested 
heretoforo as to the programme, it can 
now be asserted that the Virginius 
will be delivered to one of our naval 
vessels within the next ten days at a 
Cuban port, in open day. The survi­ 
ving passengers and crew will be trans­ 
ferred toa United States ship at San­ 
tiago de Cuba in a like open manner. 


DOMESTIC NEWS. 
Plynsnlh Church find H. C. Bowen. 
N ew York, Dec. 5. 
At a meeting of the Plymouth 
Church to-night, the charges against 
Henry C. Bowen were dismissed, and 
resolutions adopted to the effect that 
Plymouth Church is independently or­ 
ganized and permits no Interference 
with its internal affairs. 


FOREIGN NEWS. 


London, Dec. 7. 
The crew of the Lachine, which ran 
into and sank the Ville de Havre, have 
arrived at Plymouth. 
They were 
brought into port by the British 
Queen, which took them off the La­ 
chine on the 28th ult., at which time 
she was in a sinking condition. The 
account of the Ville de Havre disaster 
as given by the rescued crew, repre­ 
sents that the captain and second offi­ 
cer of the steamer came aboard the La­ 
chine shortly after the collision, and 
did not assist in saving any of the pas­ 
sengers, and that a majority of the 
French crew exhibited lamentable 
cowardice. 
’ 
• 
The captain of the Lachine makes a 
statement concerning the circum­ 
stances attending the collision. After 
sighting the steamer, seeing that she 
was coming dangerously near, the cap­ 
tain of the Lachine rang the ship’s 
bell and ported her helm. The helm 
of the steamer was put to starboard, 
but the steamer came right across the 
Lachine’s bows. The people in the 
first boat from the French steamer did 
not say she was sinking, but the cap­ 
tain of the Lachine, observing that the 
steamer was settling down, sent out 
his boats. Neither the first French 
boat, nor the second, which arrived 
shortly afterwards, bringing the first 
and second captains of the Ville de 
Havre, Attempted to return, but in 
spite of the expostulations of all the 
crew which were left on board the La­ 
chine, and the threats of her mates to 
fire upon them, they remainod along­ 
side the ship. 
The clothing of the French officers 
who reached the decks of the Lachine 
was dry, showing no signs of their 
having been in the water. Finally 
some Englishmen seized and (manned 
one of the French boats and went to 
the rescue of those who were strug­ 
gling in the sea.
